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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Hawaii Calls/Love Connection is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording is made up of two unrelated components both consisting of an 
explicit scene of sexual activity. The second of these, the Love Connection 
component, starts with a scenario of sexual coercion between a policeman and two 
prostitutes he has apprehended, whom he pressures into engaging in sexual activity. 
The manner of the scene tends to support the use of coercion to compel persons to 
participate in sexual conduct. However, if the first part of this scene were removed the 
coercion would no longer be evident. The remaining material could then be made 
available without likely injury, provided that the video recording were restricted to the 
adult viewers for whom it is intended. 

An excision was therefore recommended to the owner of the video recording. If the 
excision were made the classification would be objectionable except if the availabi i y 
of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 
Nevertheless, the owner did not respond to this excision option, and consequently 
Hawaii Calls/Love Connection is classified as objectionable. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) protects the 
freedom to seek, receive, and impart information and opinions of any kind in any form. 
However, Hawaii Calls/Love Connection is objectionable under the deeming provisions 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Act 1993, and these deeming provisions 
override si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
